PREFACE 



^OLITME n^ now completed^ contains the extant Boyal 
^ Commiflflions issued to certain of the Crown officials of 
the Massachusetts Bay from 1681 to 1774, both included. 

At the meeting of this Society hdd in March^ 1893, our 
associate Mr. Abkkb Chinbt Goodbll generously presented 
to the Society copies of the Boyal Commissions and of the 
Boyal Instructions issued to certain of the Crown officials of 
the Massachusetts Bay, 1681-1774.^ At that time it was 
supposed that the Commissions and the Instructions together 
would fill a Tolume of about five hundred pages, and print- 
ing at once began. But as this progressed, an occasional 
new Commission and many new Instructions were found, 
and soon it was obvious that the material would &r outrun 
the limits of a single volume. In addition, the resources 
of the Society were adequate only to the task of paying 
for its Transactions. When, therefore,' the Table of B^nal 
Years, the Charter, the Explanatory Charter, the Commis- 
sions of the Governors ais Grovemor, and the Instructions 
from 1686 to 1702, had been set, printing was brought to a 
stop for lack of funds. In 1910, however, one of our resi- 
dent members, ever alive to the needs of the Society, offered 
to provide for the expense of issuing the Commissions, 
which (as it was now clear) would fill an entire volume of 
our Collections. Printing was resumed as soon as possible,

member placed the Society under additional obligations by 
offering to pay* for the printing of the Boyal Instructions, 
and work on these has been resumed. 

The Committee gratefully acknowledges the Society's in- 
debtedness for many courtesies extended to the Editor by 
the officials of the Public Record Office, London ; by Miss 
Lucy Drucker of London ; by Mr. James Joseph Tracy, Chief 
of the Archives Division of the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts, and the clerks under him; and by the officials of 
many libraries, historical societies and institutions, and by 
individuals, in this country. 

Of the fifty-eight Commissions that are known to have 
been issued — one to the Collector, Surveyor, and Searcher 
of Customs in the Colonies of New England; two to the 
President of the Council for New England ; four to the Gov- 
ernor, one to the Lieutenant-Governor, and two to the Sec- 
retary and Register of the Territory and Dominion of New 
England; twenty-seven to the Governors, twelve to the 
lieutenant-Govemors, and seven to the Secretaries of the 
Province of the Massachusetts Bay ; and two to the Bishop 
of London — fifty-three are printed in this volume. The 
five Commissions of which no copies have been found, though 
diligent search has been made for them in London, Boston, 
and elsewhere, are the following, with their actual or ap- 
proximate dates:

The present yolume actually contains fifty-four Commis- 
sions^ but the Commission of Lord Willoughby as Yice- 
Admiral of Barbados is inserted merely because Dudley's 
Commission of November 13^ 1685, was not recorded in full. 
Of the fifty-three Commissions relating to Massachusetts, 
twenty-eight are printed from copies obtained in London, 
there being no copies at the State House ; nine are printed 
from copies at the State House, there being no copies in 
London ; fifteen are printed from copies obtained in London 
collated with copies also at the State House; and one^ is 
printed from a copy obtained in London collated with an 
exemplification in the library of the Massachusetts Historical 
Society. It thus appears that of the fifty-three Commis- 
sions, copies of twenty-four only are now to be found at the 
State House. Two of these — that of Randolph (1685) and 
that of Andros (1686) — are in the volume labelled Massa- 
chusetts Archives, CXXVI. 95-96, 7-16. The remaming 
twenty-two are in one or the other of two volumes re- 
spectively labelled ** Crown Commissions, 1628-1663 '' and 
" Crown Commissions, 1677-1774." * Tet neither of these

Commissions is now extant. It may also be observed that 
at one time there was apparently still another volume of 
Crown Commissions, which has likewise disappeared.^ No

Shirley's Commissions (1741) as GoTcmor and as l^ce-Admiral. All these, 
with the eaoeptbn of tiie last two, are in the hand of ITnilard, and eren the 
last two aro attested by Willard.

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Of the Commissions fomid in the Public Record Office 
there are^ generally speakings two copies of each — one in 
the Colonial Office Records and one in the Patent Rolls. 
The copies in the Colonial Office Records were drafts merely, 
blank spaces being frequently left for the insertion of dates, 
and changes were sometimes later made. On the other 
^hand, the final stage through which a Commission passed 
was enrolment in the Patent Rolls ; and hence, wherever 
possible, Commissions should be printed from that source. 
Of the seventeen Commissions issued to the Governors (or 
President) as Grovemor (or President), one — that of Shute 
(1716) — is in the Colonial Office Records but not in the 
Patent Rolls ; while the remaining sixteen are in the Patent 
Rolls. Of the thirteen Commissions issued to the Lieutenant- 
Governors, four — those of Stoughton (1691), Tailer (1711, 
1715), and Dummer (1716) — are not extant; two — those 
of Andrew Oliver (1770) and Thomas Oliver (1774) — are 
neither in the Patent Rolls nor in the Colonial Office Rec- 
ords ; whfle seven — those of Nicholson (1688), Povey (1702), 
Dummer (1727), Tailer (1730), Phips (1732), and Hutchin- 
son (1758, 1761) — are in the Colonial Office Records but 
not in the Patent Rolls.

The following extracts, explaining the ^^ Offices and Docu« 
ments connected with the Working of the Great Seal/' taken 
from a report dated May 15, 1841, by Sir Francis Palgrave, 
at that time Deputy Keeper of the Public Records, give an 
authoritative account of the processes, and are here reprinted 
for convenience, the report not being generally accessible in 
this country : 

General Oouree of affixing the Chreat Seal. • • . The whole 
process of passing Letters Patent under the Great Seal is, however, 
very complicated, and differing according to the nature of the docu- 
ments. Tiie subject, therefore, will be rendered more intelligible, 
by first submitting to your Majesty a general view of the course or 
cycle of these documents ; which course, in the numerical majority 
of cases, that is to say, in the cases of Patents for Inventions, 
Charters of Incorporation, and other InstrumentB of the like na- 
ture, issued as of grace and favour, upon the application of your 
Majesty's subjects, is the following: —

In some oases, as after mentioned, when the Ghreat Seal is affixed 
by the oommands <tt your Majesty, or of yonr Ministers of State, 
the stages (1, 2, 8)^ are entirely dispensed with, and in oiheis (if 
it be your Majesty's pleasure) the stages (6, 7) are also dispensed 
with, exoept as to the fees. 

But if the Great Seal be affixed by your Lord High Chanoellor, 
in exercise of the authority annexed l^ law or oustom to his office, 
then the stages (1, 2, 8, 4, 5, 6, 7) are dispensed with, exoept that 
in certain cases a Bill (5) is signed by your Majesty. 

Royal WarratU$9 and Ola$$e9 v^hieh they inelude. — The warrant 
(4) is a mandate under your Majesty's sign manual, and counter- 
signed, as before mentioned, directing the party to whom it is ad- 
dressed to prepare a Bill for your Majesty's signature, technically 
called ^'the King's Bill," or now "^ the Queen's Bill" (5). The 
directions and commands so given, are addressed to your Majesty's 
Attomey-Gteneral alone, or to your Majesty's Attorney or Solicitor - 
Greneral in the dbjunotiye, or to your Majesty's Attorney and 
Solicitor (General jointly, as after mentioned, or to the Judge Ad- 
Tocate, or to the Clerk of your Majesty's Signet, as the nature of 
the instrument may require. • • . U your Majesty's Attorney-Gen- 
eral be of opinion that the patent ought to be granted, he reports 
his opinion to your Majesty accordingly : if he should be of a 
contrary opinion^ he does not make a report in the negatiye, 
but refrains from making any report at all, and the application 
drops* • • •

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The report (8) thus given is lodged by the party obtaining the 
same mth your Majesty's Seoretaiy of State for the Home Depart- 
ment» who prepares the Warrant (4) for your Majesty's signature. 
This warrant is addressed to the Attorney or Solicitor General in 
the disjunctiye, and delivered to the applicant or his agent, and is 
taken to the Patent Bill Office, and the Queen's Bill (6), the Bill 
of Privy Signet (6), the writ of Privy Seal (7), are successively 
made out The Patent (8), under the Great Seal, follows. The 
writ of Privy Seal transmitted (9) by the officer who issued the 
patent is entered upon the Patent Roll (10) by the Six Clerks; 
and the writ and enrolment, after having been lodged for a time 
by the Six Clerks with the clerks of the Petiy Bag (11), at last 
reach their final place of deposit (12) in the Chapel of the 
Bolls. • • • 

PateTit Bill Office. — The functions of your Majesty's Attorney 
and Solicitor (General in relation to the documente passing the Great 
Seal have been in part detaSled, but some further particulars remain 
to be added. A portion of the business, including that which may 
be termed confidential, is transacted at the chambers of these f unc* 
tionaries for the time being, and is under their control as indi* 
viduals, and conducted by their private or chamber derks, also for 
the time being. But the business of preparing the Queen's Bill (6) 
for your Majesty's signature is conducted in a permanent office' 
entitled the ^Patent Bill Office,'' or more commonly the ^^ Patent 
Office,'' « « • To this office, all the warranto (4) directed to the 
Attorney and Solicitor (General, or either of them, are brought by 
tbe agents of the parties interested in the same (if relating to pri- 
vate applications), or are transmitted by the Government Depart- 
mente if relating to public business. • • • These Queen's Bills are 
prepared by the Clerk of the Patente acoordiog to the pvecedente 
preserved in the office, if the instrument be one for which there is 
nbw a settled and accustomed form, or from the drafts which, in 
new or special cases {€.g. Charters of Incorpomtion), are trans- 
mitted with the warrants. • • • The Queen's Bill for your Majesty's 
signature is engrossed upon parchment, and two other copies are 
made, also upon parchment, exactly of the same form and size» 
which copies become the original Bills of Privy Signet (6) and 
writs of Privy Seal (7) when afterwards perfected by the respective 
officers. The signatures or signature of the law officers or law 
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officer to the docket are or is procured by the Clerk of the Patents; 
and the Queen's Bill and the transcripts are deliyered to the party 
or functionary by whom the same is to be passed, and he takes the 
first to the office of your Majesty's Secretary of State for the Home 
Department, where your Metjesty's signature is obtained to the 
Queen's BilL The transcripts, in the same manner, reach the 
Privy Signet and Privy Seal Offices, and, excepting in the addition 
of the formal parts, and the adding of the needful signatures, no 
alteration is ever made in these transcripts. As they are received 
from the Patent Bill Office, so are they (with such additions) issued 
as the Bill of Privy Signet and Writ of Privy SeaL • • • 

Pbivt Signet Oitioe — BUU of Privy Signet^ how passed. — 
Pursuant to the statute made in the 27th year of the reign of King 
Henry VHI^ entitled ^ An Act concerning tiie Clerks of the Privy 
Signet and Privy Seal," aU signs manual (except in certain cases 
therein specified) upon which instruments passing the Gbeat Seal 
are to be grounded, must first be brought to this department for 
the purpose of issuing the Bill under your Majesty's Signet, and 
the signature of one of the derks, which Bill of Privy Signet 
is the foundation or authority for the Writ of Privy SeaL Accord- 
ing to the present practice, these signs manual are of two classes : 
the signs manual or warrants (4) relating to ecclesiastical prefer- 
ments, which proceed at once from your Majesty's Secretaiy of 
State for the Home Department, and the Signs Manual, or ^ Queen's 
Bills " (5), from the Patent Bill Office of the Attorney and Solici- 
tor Oenenl. 

In the first case, the Clerk of the Privy Signet upon receipt of 
the warrant (4) prepares and completes the Bill of Privy Signet, 
which is addressed to the Lord Privy Seal, and is the authority for 
issuing the Writ of Privy SeaL In the other cases, the party by 
whom the Patent is passed (and whether it be public or private the 
process is the same) lodges in this office the Queen's Bill (6), with 
your Majesty's signature: and the transcript of the instrument 
upon parchment being received from the Patent Bill Office of your 
Majesty's Attorney and Solicitor Gtoneral, it is collated, completed, 
and rendered a bill of Privy Signet by the Clerk, who subscribes 
and affiles your Majesty's signet to the same, addresses it as above 
stated to the Lord Privy Seal, and forwards it to his office. • • • 

Pbivt Ssal Offiob — Pa$$ing of the Writs. — When the Privy 
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Signet comes into this office, the Keeper of the Records pre* 
pares the Bill or Writ of Privy Seal, by adding the formal parts to 
the transcript of the Queen's Bill, which he has received from the 
Attomey-Gtoneral's Patent Office ; and he presents the same to the 
Lord Privy Seal, in order that the Seal may be affixed thereto. 
The Seal itself is in the custody of the Lord Privy Seal, and kept 
at his house. . • • The Writ of Privy Seal is then taken, by the 
agent or messenger of the private party or public department on 
whose behalf it is .issued, to tlie Officers of the Ghanceiy, by some 
one of whom the Patent is to be made out, that is to say, the Clerk 
of the Patents, or the Clerk of the Crown Office, or the Clerk of 
the Custodies. When the Writ of Privy Seal reaches the Lord 
Chancellor, he signs a memorandum called the Becepi at the foot 
of the same, and this signature of his Lordship is the authority to 
his Officers for preparing the Letters Patent, and affixing the 
Oreat Seal to the same. . . • 

CanitUution of the [Six Clerks'] Office. — The Six Clerks of 
your Majesty's High Court of Chancery were re-incorporated by 
Bang Charles L, by charter bearing date the 17th day of June, in 
the nth year of his reign. . • • 

Patent ItoUs. — The making up of the Patent Bolls belongs to 
the Six Clerks collectively, but, in consequence of the statute of 
the 8 and 4 Will. IV. c. 94, the duly is executed in the name of 
each of the five surviving Six Clerks in rotation : the clerk who 
thus receives the profit is termed the ** Biding-derk," and he also 
exercises the office of ^^ Comptroller and Supervisor of the Hana* 
per," as a responsible and accountable duty. The offices of *^ Bid- 
ing-derk " and of Comptroller of the Hanaper are distinct • • • 

The business of the enrolment, constituting what has been 
pointed out as the tenth stage of Letters Patent (10), is performed 
by an individual who is a law-stationer; he is not upon the estab- 
lishment of the Six Clerks* Office, but he is allowed to sit in the 
Office in order that he may do his work under the inspection of the 
Six Clerks. The materials from which he makes the entries upon 
the Boll are furnished by the Privy Seal Writs, the Wanante and 
Bills under your Majesty's Sign manual, and the Proclamations, 
which are transmitted annually, generally virithin a month after the 
10th of October in each year, from the Patent Bill Office, the 
Crown Office, and the Clerk of the Presentations. Commissions 
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of the Peace, Patents containing Exemplifications of pleadings, and 
some other Patents nnder the Great Seal, piincipally those issuing 
upon the Chancellor's Fiat, are no longer, as anciently, entered 
upon the Patent Boll, and no Record, properly q>eaking, is pre- 
served of thenu The writing clerk obtains the Privy Seal Writs and 
Bills and Warrants from the different offices. He then arranges 
the whole mass in chronological order, and engrosses the instra- 
ments which they contain upon the membranes or skins which, when 
tacked together, compose the Patent BolL^ « • • 

Palgrave then goes on to explain how documents are 
transmitted from the Six Clerks' Office to the Petty Bag 
Office, and from the Petty Bag Office to the Chapel of 
the Bolls.* 

It will be observed that the Commissions of the (Jovemors 
as Yice-Admiral are^ from 1686 to 1730^ in Latin^ while 
those from 1741 to 1774 are in English. It is perhaps 
worth while to show exactly vrhen English was substi- 
tuted for Latin in such documents. In 1731 there was 
passed (4 George II, Chapter 26) ''An Act that all Proceed- 
ings in Courts of Justice within that Part of Oreca Britain 
called Enghndy and in the Court of Exchequer in Scotland, 
shall be in the EngUsh Language/' This Act is in part as 
follows : 

WHEBEAS many and great Mischiefs do frequently happen to the 
Sabjeots of this Kingdom, from the Proceedings in Conrts of 
Justice being in an nnknown Language, ... To remedy these great 
Mischiefs, ... be it enacted • . • That from and after the Twenty 
fifth Day of March, One thoosand seven hundred and thirty-three, all 
Writs, Process, and Returns thereof, . • . and all Patents, Charters, 
Ptodons, Commissions, Beoords, • • • shall be in the English Tongue 
and Language only, and not in Latin or French, or any other Tongue 
or Language whatsoerer, • • •

The iJiird section apparently makes the Act permissive, 
not mandatory, as regards Admiralty commissions and pro- 
ceedingSy leaving the authorities free to use either Latin or 
English. As a matter of fact, the authorities immediately 
chose English. The Commission of Bichard Fitzwilliam as 
Yice-Admiral of the Bahamas, dated March 3, 1733, was in 
Latin ; while that of William Mathew as Vice-Admiral of the 
Leeward Isles, dated April 27, 1733, was in English, as were 
all subsequent such Commissions.^ For the English trans- 
lations of the Latin Commissions in this volume, the Sociefy 
is indebted to one of the members of the Committee of 
Publication, — Mr. Gbobgb Lthan Eittbsdgb. 

Within the past few years the Colonial Office Records, 
preserved at the Public Record Office, have been re-arranged 
and are now catalogued imder a new system of references. 
These new references are employed in the present volume.'

utes and Ordinances for the publicke peace Wel&re and good 
Government of Our said Territory and Dominion and of the 
people and Inhabitants thereof and such others as shall re- 
sort thereto and for the benefitt of vs Our heires and Suc- 
cessors Which said lawes Statutes and Ordinances are to 
bee as neare as Conveniently may bee agreable to the lawes 
and Statutes of this Our kingdome of England Provided 
that all such Lawes Statutes and Ordinances of what nature 
or duration soever Gee within three months or sooner after 
the makeing of the same transmitted vnto vs vnder Our 
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Seale of New England for allowance or Disapprobation of 
them as alsoe Duplicates thereof by the next Conveyance 
And Wee doe by these presents Oive and Grant vnto you 
full power and authority by and with the advice and Con« 
sent of Our said Councill or the major part of them to 
impose assess raise and levy such Rates and Taxes as you 
shall finde necessary for the support of the Government 
within Our Territory and Dominion of New England to bee 
Collected and levyed and to bee Employed to the vses afore- 
said in such manner as to you and Our said Councill or the 
major part of them shall seeme most equall and reasonable 
And for the better supporting the charge of the Gt)vemment 
of Our said Territory and Dominion Our Will and Pleasure 
is and Wee doe by these presents Authorize and Impower 
you the said Sir Edmond Andros and Our Councill to Con- 
tinue such Taxes and Impositions as are now laid and 
Imposed uppon the Inhabitants thereof And to levy and 
Distribute or cause the same to bee levyed and distributed 
to those ends in the best and most equall manner vntill you 
shall by and with the advice and Consent of Our Councill 
agree on and settle such other Taxes as shall bee sufficient 
for the support of Our Government there which are to bee 
applyed to that vse and noe other And Our further Will 
and pleasure is that all publicke money raised or to bee 
raised or appointed for the support of the Government Within 
Our said Territory and Dominion bee issued out by Warrant 
or Order from you by and with the advice and Consent of 
Our Councill as aforesaid And Our Will and pleasure is 
that you shall and may keepe and vse Our Seale appointed 
by vs for Our said Territory and Dominion And Wee doe 
by these presents Ordaine Constitute and appoint you or the 
Commander in Cheife for the time being and the Councell 
of Our said Territory and Dominion for the time being to 
bee a Constant and settled Court of Becord for the adminis- 
traccE of Justice to all Our Subjects Inhabiteing within Our 
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said Territoiy and Dominion in all Causes aswell Civill as 
Criminall with full power and authority to hold Pleas in all 
causes from time to time aswell in Pleas of the Crowne and 
in all matters relateing to the Conservation of the Peace and 
Punishment of OfEenders as in Civill Causes and actions be- 
tweene party and party or between Us and any of Our Sub- 
jects there Whether the same doe conceme the Bealty and 
Belate to any Bight of Freehold and Inheritance or whether 
the same doe conceme the Personalty and Belate to matter of 
debt contract Damage or other personall Injury and alsoe in 
all mixt Actions which may conceme both Bealty and per- 
sonalty and therein after due and Orderly proceeding and 
deliberate heareing of both sides to give Judgment and to 
award Execucon aswell in Criminall as in Civill causes as 
aforesaid soe as alwayes that the Formes of Proceedings in 
such Cases and the Judgment therevppon to be given bee as 
Consonant and agreeable to the laws and Statutes of this 
Our Bealme of England as the present State and Condition 
of Our Subjects Inhabiteing within Our said Territory and 
Dominion and the Circumstances of the Place will admitt 
And Wee doe further hereby give and Grant vnto you full 
power and Authority with the advice and Consent of Our 
said Councill to Erect Constitute and Establish such and soe 
many Courts of Judicature and publicke Justice within Our 
said Territoiy and Dominion as you and they shall thinke 
fitt and necessary for the determineing of all Causes aswell 
Criminall as Civill according to law and Equity and for 
awarding of Execucon thereuppon with all reasonable and 
necessary Powers Authorityes Fees and Priviledges belonging 
vnto them And Wee doe hereby give and Grant vnto you full 
power and Authority to Constitute and appoint Judges and 
in Cases requisite Commissioners of Oyer and Terminer Jus- 
tices of the Peace Sherriffes and all other necessary Officers 
and Ministers within Our said Territory for the better Ad- 
ministration of Justice and putting the lawes in Execution 
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and to administer such Oath and Oaths as are vsually given 
for the due Execution and performance of Offices and Places 
and for the cleareing of truth in Judiciall Causes And Our 
further Will and pleasure is and Wee doe hereby declare that 
all Actings and proceedings att law or equity heretofore had 
or done or now depending within any of the Courts of Our 
said Territory and all Executions thereuppon bee hereby 
Confirmed and Continued soe farr forth as not to be avoyded 
for want of any legall Power in the said Courts but that all 
and every such Judiciall actings proceedings and Executions 
shall bee of the same force Effect and Yertue as if such Courts 
had acted by a Just and legall Authority And Wee doe fur- 
ther by these presents will and require you to permitt Ap- 
peales to bee made in Cases of Error from Our Courts in Our 
said Territory and Dominion of New England vnto you or 
the Commander in Cheife for the time being and the Coun- 
cill in Civill Causes Provided the value appealed for doe Ex- 
ceed the summe of One hundred pounds Sterling and that 
security bee First duely given by the Appellant to Answere 
such charges as shall bee awarded in Case the first sentence 
shall bee affirmed And Whereas Wee Judge itt necessary 
that all Our Subjects may have liberty to Appeale to Our 
Boyall person in Cases that may require the same Our Will 
and pleasure is that if either party shall not rest satisfied 
with the Judgment or sentence of you (or the Commander in 
Cheife for the time being) and the Councill they may ap- 
peale vnto Us in Our Privy Councill Provided the matter in 
differrence exceed the Beal value and summe of three hundred 
pounds Sterling and that such appeale bee made within one 
fortnight after sentence and that security bee likewise duely 
given by the Appellant to Answer such charges as shall bee 
awarded in Case the sentence of you or the Commander in 
Cheife for the time being and the Councell bee Confirmed' 
And Provided alsoe that Execution bee not Suspended by 
reason of any such appeale vnto vs And Wee doe hereby 
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give and Grant vnto you full power where you shall see 
Cause and shall Judge any Offender or Offenders in Capitall 
and Criminall matters or for any Fynes or Forfeitures due 
vnto Ts fitt objects of our mercy to Pardon all such Offenders 
and to remitt such Fynes and Forfeitures Treason and will- 
full murther onely Excepted in which Cases you shall like- 
wise have power yppon extraordinary occasions to Grant 
repreiyes to the Offenders therein vntill and to the Intent 
Our pleasure may bee further knowne And Wee doe hereby 
give and Grant vnto you the said Sir Edmond Andros by 
your selfe your Captaines and Commanders by you to bee 
authorized full power and authority to levy arms muster 
Command or employ all persons whatsoever resideing within 
Our said Territory and Dominion of New England and as 
occasion shall serve them to transferr from one place to an 
other for the resbting and withstanding all Enemyes Pirates 
and Bebells both att Sea and land and to transferr such 
forces vnto any of Our Plantations in America or the Terri- 
tories therevnto belonging as occasion shall require for the 
defence of the same against the Invasion or attempt of any 
of our Enemyes and them if occasion shall require to persue 
and prosecute in or out of the limitts of our said Territoryes 
and Plantations or any of them and if itt shall soe please 
God them to vanquish and being taken according to the law 
of armes to putt to death or keepe and preserve alive att 
your discretion and alsoe to Execute martiall Law in time of ^ 
Invasion Insurreccon or Warr and dureing the Continuance 
of the same and vppon souldiers in pay and to doe and Exe- 
cute all and every other thing Which to a Captaine Generall 
doth or ought of Right to belong as fully and Amply as any 
Our Captaine Generall doth or hathvsually done And Wee 
doe hereby give and Grant vnto you full power and author- 
ity to Erect Raise and Build within Our Tisrritory and 
Dominion aforesaid such and soe many Forts Platformes 
Castles Cittyes Burroughs Townes and Fortifications as you 
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shall Judge necessary and the same or any of them to For- 
tify and furnish with Ordinance Amunition and all sorts of 
armes fitt and necessary for the Security and defence of Our 
said Territory and the same againe or any of them to demol- 
ish or dismantle as may be most Convenient And Wee doe 
hereby give and grant vnto you the said Sir Edmond Andros 
full power and Authority to Erect one or more Court or 
Courts Admirall within Our said Territory and Dominion 
for the heareing and determineing of all marine and other 
Causes and matters proper therein to bee heard and deter- 
mined with all reasonable and necessary Powers Authorityes 
Fees and Priviledges And you are to Execute all powers be- 
longing to the Place and Office of Vice Admirall of and in 
all the Seas and Coasts about your Govemment according to 
such Commission Authority and Instruccons as you shall re- 
ceive from ourself under the Seal of our Admiralty or from 
Our high Admirall of Our Foreigne Plantations for the time 
being And forasmuch as divers mutinies and Disorders doe 
happen by persons Shipped and employed att Sea and to the 
end that such as shall bee shipped or employed at Sea may 
bee the better Oovemd and ordered Wee doe hereby give and 
Grant vnto you the said Sir Edmond Andros our Captaine 
G^nerall and Grovemor in Cheif e full power and Authority 
to Constitute and Appoint Captaines Masters of Shipps and 
other Comanders and to Grant vnto such Captaines Masters 
of Shipps and other Commanders Commissions to Execute 
the law martiaU and to vse such proceedings Authorityes 
punishment Correction and Execution vppon any Offender 
or Offenders which shall bee mutinous seditious disorderly or 
any way unruley either att Sea or dureing the time of theire 
aboade or residence in any of the Ports harbors or Bays of 
Our said Territory and Dominion as the Cause shall bee 
found to require according to martiall law Provided that 
nothing herein contained shall bee Construed to the enableing 
you or any by your Authority to hold Plea or have Jurisdic- 
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con of any Offence Canse matter or thing comitted or done 
vpon the sea or within any of the havens Rivers or Creeks 
of Our said Territory and Dominion vnder your Government 
by any Captaine Commander Livetennant Master or other 
Officer Seaman souldier or person Whatsoever Whoe shall 
bee in actuall Service and pay in and on Board any of Our 
Shipps of Warr or other vessells acting by Imediate Commis- 
sion or Warrant from Our selfe vnder the Scale of Our 
Admiralty or from Our high Admirall of England for the 
time being but that such Captaine Commander Livetennant 
Master Officer Seaman Souldier and other person soe offend- 
ing shall bee left to bee proceeded against and Tryed as the 
merritt of theire Offences shall require either by Commission 
vnder Our Greate Scale of England as the Statute of the 
Twenty eighth Henry the eighth directs or by Commission 
from Our said high Admirall according to the Act of Parlia- 
ment passed in the thirteenth yeare of the reigne of the late 
King Our most Deare and most entirely beloved brother of 
ever blessed memory (entituled an Act for the establishing 
Articles and Orders for the Begulateing and better Grovem- 
ment of His Maties Navys Shipps of Warr and forces by 
Sea) and not otherwise Saveing onely that itt shall and may 
bee lawfull for you uppon such Captaine or Commanders re- 
fuseing or neglecting to Execute or uppon his negligent or 
vndue Ezecucon of any of the Written t)rders hee shall re- 
ceive from you for Our Service and the Service of Our said 
Territory and Dominion to suspend him the said Captaine or 
Commander from the Exercise of the said Office of Com- 
mander and Committ him into safe Custody either on board 
his owne Shipp or elsewhere att the discretion of you in Order 
to his being brought to answere for the same by Commission 
either vnder our Greate Scale of England or from Our said 
high Admirall as is before expressed in Which Case Our Will 
and pleasure is that the Captain or Commander «oe by you 
suspended shall dureing such his suspention and committ- 
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ment bee succeeded in Ids said Office by such Commission or 
Warrant Officer of Our said Sbipp appointed by Our self e or 
Our high Admiral! of England for the time as by the knowne 
Practice and Discipline of Our Navy doth and ought next to 
succeed him as in Case of death sicknesse or other Ordinary 
Disability hapning to the Commander of any of Our Shipps 
and not otherwise you standing alsoe accountable to ts for 
the truth and Importance of the Crimes and misdemeanours 
for which you shall soe proceed to the Suspending of such 
Our said Captaine or Commander Provided alsoe that all 
disorders and misdemeanors Committed or^ Shoare'by and'

Seaman Souldier or person whatsoever belonging to any of 
Our shipps of Warr or other vessells acting by Imediate Com- 
mission or Warrant from Our self e vnder the Greate Seale 
of Our Admiralty or from Our high Admirall of England for 
the time being may bee Tryed and punished according to 
lawes of the Place where any such disorders offences and

ping and for the better loading and vnloading of goods and 
merchandizes as by you with the advice and Consent of Our

Amunition and all sorts of Armes fitt and necessary for the 
security and defence of our said Province and from time to 
time to comitt the Grovemment of the same to such person 
or persons as to you shall seeme meet And the said Forts and 
Fortifications againe to demolish or dismantle as may be 
most convenient and to doe and execute all and every other 
thing which to a Captaine Generall doth or ought of Right 
to belong as fully and amply as any oiir Captain Generall 
doth or hath vsually done and according to the powers hereby 
granted or to be granted vnto you And Wee doe further give 
and Grant vnto you the said Sir William Phips full power and

our Service and the Service of our said province and Terri-

As also that you administer or 
cause to be administered unto all the Members that shall be to 
elected to serve in the Generall Assembly of our said Prov- 
ince the said Oaths appointed by Act of Parliament to 
be taken instead of the Oaths of Allegiance Supremacy, and 
the Oath mentioned in the foresaid Act Entituled, An Act

And We do hereby give and grant unto you full Power 
and Authority, where you shall see cause, and shall judge 
any Offender or Offenders in Capitall or Criminal Matters, 
or for any Fines or Forfeitures due imto Us, fit objects of our 
Ttopttdoaor Mcrcy, to pardon all such Offenders, & to remit such Fines 
ofl«>*Si and Forfeitures (Treason and Wilfull Murder only excepted) 
In which Cases you shall likewise have Power upon ex- 
traordinary Occasions to grant Beprieves to the Offenders 
therein, to the .End and until our Pleasure shall be further 
known. 

And We do hereby give and grant unto You the said 
Samuel Shute, by yourself, your Captains & Commanders by 
you to be Authorized, full Power and Authority, to levy, 
arm, muster, Comand or employ all Persons whatsoever,

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or Person whatsoever, who shall be in actual Service & Pay 
in or on Board any of our Ships of War or other Vessells 
acting by Immediate Commission or Warrant from our Com-

ecution of this Our Commiss* and of the Powers & Authori- 
ties therein contained, and in case of your Death or Absence 
out of Our said Province and Territories, to be obedient, 
aiding and assisting unto such Person as shall be appointed

or any one of them belongs to us alone, as supreme head of the 
Church on earth), and inasmuch as it has seemed necessary to us 
that in turn spiritual and ecclesiastical jurisdiction in those regions 
in the cases undermentioned in these presents be instituted and ex- 
ercised by our royal authority according to the laws and canons of 
the English Church [that are] lawfully received and sanctioned in 
England, in order that the incorrupt worship of God and the pure 
profession of the Christian religion may be the better promoted : 

2. Know ye, now, that we, trusting very much in your pure 
religion and doctrine and uprightness of character and in your 
provident care and zeal in conducting affairs in this behalf, of our 
special grace and certain knowledge and mere motion have given 
and granted, and by [these] presents do give and grant, to you the 
foresaid Bishop of London, full power and authority to exercise, by 
yourself or by your sufficient commissary or your sufficient com- 
missaries by you to be substituted and named, spiritual and eccle- 
siastical jurisdiction in our respective colonies, plantations, and 
other dominions in America, according to the laws and canons of 
the English Church [that are] lawfully received and sanctioned in 
England, in the special causes and matters expressed and specified 
below in these presents ; and for a declaration of our royal will as
